The Earth of Patna, is that of which in the Mogul’s Country 
they make Bottles and Flaggons as thin as Paftboard.. Our Au- 
thor brought home {everal that hold a Paris Pint, which are fo 
light, that a blaft-of Breath will blow. them away almoft, like. 
thofe Soap Bubbles which Children make. . When Water is left 
in them a little while, it contraéts the .tafte and {mell of the 
Earth of Patna, and becomes pleafant to drink : The Bottle it felf 
becomes fo moift at laft, that after they have drank the Water, 
they eat the Bottle with pleafure. We eh oe 
The Serpents Stones are a Grey Slate, large and flat as a Penny, 
fo call’d becauie they are reckon’d good againft the bitings of Ser- 
ts. Thefe Stones come from the Kingdom of Camboye. Some 
y that they are made by Art, and others affure us that they are 
found in the Heads of certain Serpents near Goa. But, be that 
how it will, they are good againft the biting of Serpents. ‘The. 
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Learned Mr. Boy/e made feveral Experiments of it on living Ctea- 
tures, that he caufed Vipers to bite. He adds that a 
Man mightily addiéted to the Philofophy of De/cartes, and con- 
fequently an Enemy to occult Qualities and the popular Tradi- 
tions of the Eaftern Nations, affur’d him that-in the Indies, he. - 
cur'd by the fole A tion of this Stone, above 60 Perfons that 
had been bitten or by Serpents. ter , 
The Eagles Stone: is hollow, and contains a ftony Kernel ; to 
which they attribute feveral Qualities relating to Child-bearing, 
which it has not. But, to. recompenfe shis, thefé, Qualities are 
found in another Stone, called the Square Stone, becaufe it’s made 
like a Dice to play with... This Stone is found in the Kingdom 
of Calicut, on the Welt of Pondicheri. They ufe to bray ica lit- 
tle on a Porphyry, and make Women in Labour drink this Pow- 
der in Wine, and faften the Stone to their left Thigh. But, how 
good foever this Stone be to haften Child-birth, they pretend that 
the Brain of Rekim is:much better. Thefe- Brains are as white 
as Snow rats | it, beat itto Powder, and: give.it in White 
Wine. It is excellent likewife againft the Gra ihe 
The Jade isa greenifh Stone, of the Colour of an Olive, much 
efteem’d'in the Eaft and Weft-Indies. The Galibi’s, Natives of 
Southern America, make a great Trade of it, and buy up all they 
can get, becaufe of the Phyfical. Virtuesthey afcribe to it. They 
fay that this Stone carried on the Reins, is.excellent againft the 
Epilepfie, the Running of the Reins, the Gravel.and Stone. They 
add, that i¢ evacuates Sand by Urine. .The Jade is alfo_much 
efteem’d at Paris, and the Jewellers fell at a great Price thofe 
little ones, which they cut fo as may be carried on the Reins, 
Our Author does not give us his Opinioa of the Vertue of this

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‘The Stone for the Small-Pox is a greenifh: Stone intermix’d 
with round black Spots, which very well reprefent the Puftula’s 
of the Small-Pox that are ripe and flat. There are of them of 
all forts of fhapes. They are generally round and a little flat. 
Our Author fays he faw one which was round and as big asa Ten- 
nis Ball. The Authors that have treated of Stones mak¢ no mea- 
tion of this. It’s not defcrib’d in the fall Treatife of Theopbra- 
fius, nor in Laetes, nor in Boetius de Boot , yet the efteem it 
highly, becaufe of the Vertue they attribute to it, of bringing out. 
the Small-Pox with eafesand hindering their pitting. 

The Nephretick Stone comes from New Spain. ts name fhews 
that it’s thought proper to ftop the Pains’ of the Nephretic Cho- 
lick, to diffolve the Stone in the Reins, and t0 evacuate Sand by 
Urine. They generally apply it to the Neck, fome People 
wear itonthe Reins. They place it alfoon the Thigh, on the 
Arm, or on the Finger, fet ina Ring. It’s eafie-to be -deceiv’d in 
the choice of this Stone, becaufe fince ’tis generally Grey and 
Greenifh, it’s hard to diftinguith it from a_Jafper, whichis, very 
like it. But, after all, in cafe of any doubt in the Choice, fays our 
Author, there could be no great matter of danger, if we did with 
Judge Bridoye in Rabelais, determine the Matter by the. throw of 
a Dice. , 

The Divine Stone is a new Species of the Nephretick Stone, 
which is browner and harder, and better polifh’d than: the: ordi- 
nary Nephretic Stone. The name Divine which is given to it, is 
founded on the great Vertue faid to be in it to diffolve the Stone 
in the Reins, by only wearing it next our Body. 


Our Author proceeds next to Vegetables.. Thofe he defcribes 
are the Machamona or the Calebath of Guinea, the Ouara, the 
Badiana, the Let chi;the Mangouftan;'the Marine Panache or the 
Sea-Palm, the. Bean againft the Fever or St. Igaarizs’s Bean, the 
Wood of Bambou, the Nutt of Areca, the Eagle Wood, the Wood 
and Gum of Tacamaca, an extraordinary ftony Plant, a Root of 
Maboua, the Fruit and Gum-of the Cedar.of Lebamon, and the 
great Rofe of Fericho.

The Machamona is.a Frnit-of the fame -thape.as our Cala- 
bathes, and is tound in Guinée and thé Mles of America. They 
call it Machamona ; that is to fay; Eaten by Birds, becaufe the 
Birds that have a ftrong’ Bill are very greedy of it. When it is 
Tipe it's Pulp is of a delicious tafie.° The Inhabitants. of the 
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Country eat it to-cute them of Loofinefs.. The Slaves make a fore 
of Pap of it... Theréare.a great’ many Kernels in this Fruit as big 
as the fmall Kernelg of Pine-Apples, and in each of thefe Kernels 
an Alinondiof & smote delicate tafte than our Sweet Almonds. The 
Women of Africa, who know not the Ufe of Rennet, make ufé 
of the Skin of this*Fruit to’turn Milk. The Tree that bears the 
Machamonda’ isip#ey, and as high as our largeft Oaks ; its Leaf is 
thick and greater than that of the Indian Chefnhut. 

The Aduata is'a‘Fruif in the Wef-Inties, which grows to a fort 
of Palm:Trée very "high? "Te has the fHape ofan A ple, ‘and is 
of a Gold Célour. Its Skin is good to'eat. It inctudes a Ker- 
nel which has the fame Vertue againft LoofnefS as the Ma- 
chamona. Our: Author fays he hath fometimes ufed it in that 
Diftemper With good fuccefs. 

The Badiata is an’ Iniian Grain;much like’ the Grain of a Me- 
lon. | ft'swetyfaméus ‘in China and thoughout ‘all the Eaft, where 
they mix it in Shurbet and Tea to render them more pleafant, 
and at the fame titmé proper to {trengthen the Stomach and expel 
Wind... This Cuftom begins to be receiv’d at Paris, by fuch as are 
able to purchafe it. : 

The Let-chi'is one of the fineft and moft delicious Fruits of 
China. It’s as big as'acommon Gall. It heats extreamly, fo that 
we are to avoid eating much of it. The Chinefe dry this Fruit 
and put it in Tea inftead of Sugar, which gives it a pleafant 
fharp tafte. “In 1700 Father Froateney, a Jefuit and Miffionary 
to China, brought it to Paris, where it had never been feen before 
that time. | : s | 

The Mangouftah isa delicate Fruit,which grows in the Kingdom 
of Szam, and as big as our green Walinutts. It’s much efteem’d 
in the Eaft, becaufe of the Propriety and Virtue it has to {top all 

forts of Diarrheea’s. They make a very pleafant Drink of its 
Bark, which is alfo excellent againft the faid Diftemper. 

The Sea-Panache, is a fort of Plant, every way flat, extended in 
the thape of a Fan, whofe: Branches are véty curioufly woven in 
Form of Cut Point, or like Fifhing Nets. Our Author brought 
from the Eaft a Red one, which is very Curious. | 

St. Ignatius’s Bean is a Fruit that grows in the Philippine 
Iflands, which’ the Inhabitants ufe as a never-failing Antidote 
again{ft the Fever. Our. Author affures' us that he faw wonderful 
Etfeéts of this Bean in the dndies, and ‘keeps very carefully fome of

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The Wood of Basbou is a fort of Reed,much celebrated amoneft 
the Indians, not only becaufe they have feveral Ufes for it 
alfo becaufe they extra&t a Sugar from it, which is an excellent 
Remedy in many Difeafes, and becaufe they finda Diuretical: Vir- 
tue in its Koot. 


The Areca. Nut grows in the Indies on a fort of Palm-Tree. 
The Indiens make certain Troches of it, which

The Fruit of the Cedar of Lebanon is very like aPine-Apple. 
Our Author brought home one, which in fome placeés‘is all ‘co- 
verd over with Rezin that drops from this Tree. The Gum of 
Cedar in hot Seafons drops from the Tree without Incifion. This 
Gum is Sudorific and wonderful again{t a Gangrene. They ufe it 
likewife for Fra€tures and Diflocations. . 

The Rofe of Fericho is not a Flower, as the Vulgar think. It’s 
an intire Plant of half a Foot high including the Root. This Plant 
has hard and woody Branches, which at top are compos’d in form 
of a Nofegay. When it dries it fhuts it felfup fo that all the 
extremities of the Branches bend inwards. and form a fort of 
Globe. It’s falfly call’d the Rofé of Fericho, for it’s not found 
near that'place; but in Arabia Deferta. Wormius pretends *twas 
a Monk gave it this falfé Name. Some People affirm that this 
Rofe opens at Chrifimas-Eve at Night; but that’s a Story. It’s 
true it opens- when the Air is moift, fo that it may happen, as it 
does fometimes, that Chri/imas-Eve pay be rainy, and then it’s 
no wonder that the Rofe fhould open. ~ It opens always in Water, 
and fooneft-in hot Water. The Rofe of Fericho is an excellent 
Hygrometer to know the-drynefS or moifture of the Air. 


In the riext place our Author comes to the Article of Animals. 
Thofe he treats of are the Sea-Crab, the Indian Crocodile, the La- 
mantin, the Sea-Horfe, the Halcions, the Bird-Fly, the Serpent of 
Guardaloupa, the Rhinoceros, the Bezoard Animals, the Huart and 
the Mangoufta.

The following Words are {poken by one of the 
Panegyrifts of Cardinal Rich/ieu,and confequently by a Man who 
cannot be reckon’d a Republican, fince all the World knows that 
that able Minifter endeavour’d during his whole Life to eftablith 
a Defpotical Power in. Fraace.. ‘ The Hiltory of the Netherlands, 
‘.fays our Author, taught the King that the-Princes of the Houfe

‘ damental Laws. The Soveraign who poffeffés his Dominions.

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In 1624 the Parliament of Paris made a very fingular AQ, - 
which was no great Mark of their profound Wifdom. -A.certain 
Philofopher nam’d'Vr//on, and a Chymical Phyfician nam’d de 
Claves, were focriminally bold, as to contradi& the Opinions of 
Ariftotle on the Number of Elements, and on the matter and 
form of Corporeal Subftances. The Univerfity was alarm’d at 
this, and a Petition was prefented on their part to the Parlia- 
ment,upon thisthe Thefes that contain’d fuch monftrous Opinions, 
were condemned to be torn to pieces in fight of de Claves, who 
fuffered himfelfto be taken Prifoner. He, Villon and Bitaur their 
Scholar, were ordered to depatt from Paris in 24 Hours, and 
were forbid to dwell in any Town, or to teach ramen in the 
Univerfities within the Jurifdi€&tion of the Parliament of Paris.

. ~~ is fo facred, that we are not fo much as to omit one of 

* them. . , 
Page 126. our Author gives the following Account-of the 
Pains that Lowis XIII. Fumes 1. and Charles ¥. ‘of ‘England, took 
to obtain of the Pope the neceflary Difpenfation for the Marriage 
of tho laft Prince, with the PrincefS Hehrictti of France. * When 
© fays he, I confider the pains that muft needs be taken to obtain 
* this Difpenfation, I am almoft equally furpriz’d, both at the 
* Condefcentions of a Catholick Sovereign to the Pope, and at 
* the Patience of a Proteftant King, who indur’d all thofe ridi- 
* culous and impertinent Obftacles in the Negotiation of a Martri- 
* age, which he could eafily have been without. I can the more

II. The fecond Book of this Volume contains the Hiftory of 
the ewbatty of the Cardinal Barberini to France, to accommo- 
date the Affair of the Va/toline, and his ill SuccefS. The Confe- 
quences and the End of the fecond Religious War in Fraace, the 
Re-eftablifhment of the Affairs of the Genvefe, and the Negoti- 
ations of Baffompiere in Swifferland relating to the Grifons, with: 
fome other lefS cunfiderable Events. 

M. /e Vaffor endeavours in particular to juftifie the Duke of 
Soubize, who was-accufed of Treachery, for attacking the King 
of France’s Fleet and the Ships the Dutch had lent him, before 
the Truce for a Ceflation of Arms was expired: . He proves that 
the Hoftages were reftored on both fides, and that if Dorp, Vice- 
Admiral of Zealand, who commanded the Dutch Ships, thought 
the Sufpenfion of Arms was not ended, he was miftaken.. 

We.mutt not forget our Author’s. Refleétion on the Proteftation: 
the Reformed made to Louis XIV. ina Petition prefented to him 
in 1625. wherein they declar'd to him that it wae¢their Intereft’ 
to preferve, and even to augment an Authority, by whigh they

‘on their Guard againft the Enterprizes of Princes on the-Liberty

Qur Author thinks that the’ the Pope madé fo many: Efforts,te - 
hinder the Va/toline’s being reftored to the Grifons, its lawtul- 
Sovereigns, it was not fo-much for fear the Proreftant Religion: 
thould be re-eftablifhed, but becaufe he would . preferve it for his~ 
own Family. It’s to this reafon chiefly that he attributes the De- 
fpair, which the Legate Barberixi, the Pope’s Nephew, teltifed, 
when he faw: his Embafly to France had no fuccefs. ‘ Tears, fays- 
*‘our Author, fill’d his Eyes; and out. of madmefshe threw his- 
* Hat on the Table.once. or twice. . coe Wes 
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We muft not forget the Narrative of the Englifh Enterprize on 
Cadiz in 1625.The Fleet appointed for this Expedition by Charles 1, 
confifted of -24 Men of: War, great and {mall, and was com- 
manded by Edward Cecil, Vifcount Wimbleton, in the room of the 
Duke of Buckingham. \t carried the Standard of Frederick, King 
of Bohemia, becauie there was no open War between Char/es and 
Philip King of Spain. The Englifh happily entred the Bay of 
Cediz, debarked at the Puntal, and made themfelves Matters of 
it, in order to cut off the Arrival of any Succors, and to inclofe 
the Galeons and other Ships at Cadiz. The Spaniards feem’d at 
firft much alarm’d at it, The K. of Spain would march in Perfon 
to the Relief of the Place. But Don Ferdinand Giron, who 
commanded in thofe Parts, came to Cadiz, carried in Ammuniti- 
on and Soldiers in fight of the Enemy, and infpired the Garifon 
with fo much Courage, that they vigoroufly refifted the Englifh, 
who minded more*the'drinking the good Wines of Spain, than 
haftening the Execution of their Enterprize, and being fatigu’d 

by the deme vigorous Sallies of the Spaniards, they broke up 
the Siege and fet fail, ‘defigning to go and meet the Fleer from 
the Weft-Indies, which was expefted every hour. The Spaniards 
had the Precaution to fend Notice to their Fleet to avoid Cape 
St. Vincent, where the Englifh lay perdue, and to gain the Port 
of Corynna. One of the Ships fent with this Advice was taken 
by the Eyglifh, and fav’d the Spanifh Fleet. The Englifh refol- 
ving to improve the intercepted Letters, fail’d towatds Corunna, 
and the Fleet from the Indies, which had heard nothing of what 
— arrived happily at Cadiz ; fo that the Englifh were ob- 


iged to return home without effe€ting any thing. 


Ill. The third Book of this Volume contains the’ fecret Nego- 
tiations between France and Spain about the Valteline,.and the 
Treaty of Mancon that followed ; the beginning of the Reign of 
Charles \. in England, and his Contefts with his Parliaments. 
The Marriage of Gaffon, Brother of Lowis XIII. with the Prin- 
cefS of Monpenfier, after a vaft many Obftacles, which he. was 
obliged to furmount ; feveral Intrigues againft the Cardinal de 
Richliez, which ferved only to eftablith his Authority, and the 


ee of the Embafly of the Marefchal de Bu/fompiere to Eng- 
and. 


The famous Arnauld @ Andilly, noted for his noble French 
Tranflations, and by a great number of other Works which he 


hath 
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hath publifh’d, a€ts but an ill part here, for onethat would pafS 
for a compleat honeft Man of approv’d Integrity. The Marefchal 
d’Ornano, Favourite of the | Duke 2’ Anjou, brought him into that 
Prince’s Family. ‘ D’Azdillyfays M. de Vaffor, bafely fold to the 
© Marquis de Ja Veuville, and then to the Cardinal de Rich/iez, in- 
‘ trigu’d I know not how with the Capuchin 7ofeph, and was 
‘ one of thofe who contributed moft to the ruine of the Maref- 
‘ chal. He was imprifon’d foon after, as every one knows, and . 
died there, which made many People think he was poifon’d. 

There are feveral things in this Book, which are not very ho- 
nourable to the Memory of the Duke of Buckingham. He made 
feveral falfe Steps, faysour Author, out of a defire to fee again 
Ann of Auftria, Louis Xiliths Wife, of whom he was deeply en- 
amour'd.. M. /e Vaffor does not doubt of the Chaftity of that 
PrincefS, but he thinks that by chance, or in order to divert her 
felf, fhe might give Buckingham; who was a vain Man and very 
felf-conceited, fome ground to hope, that if he had Patience, he 
might one day becomea happy Lover. | 


IV. In the fourth Book we have feveral Intrigues of Cardinal 
Richiew to maintain his Authority, the Hiftory ot the Affembly of 
Notables, which was held at Paris. The Revocation of the Cen- 
fure which the Sorbonne had given againft a Treatifé of the Je- 
fuit Sentare/, wherein he taught feveral things againft the Rights 
of Sovereigns ; The fecret League between France and Spain 
againtt Exg/and, The unfortunate Enterprize of Buckingham on 
- hoes of Rhee ; And the beginning of the famous Siege of Ro- 
chelle, 

It’s well known that it was Richiiex who brought the Nobili- 
ty of France to that ftate of flavery wherein they are at this Day. 
One of the Methods he'us’d for that End, was, to propofe in the 
Afjembly of Notables, the demolifhing all the Fortreffes in the 
Heart of the Kingdom, on pretence that they were ufelefS, that 
they ferv’d only tor an Afylum to Malecontents, and that they 
tequir'd great Sums to pay their Garifons. France never yet felt 
the mifchievous Effeéts of this Policy, becaufe fhe has well forti- 
fied her Frontiers, but fhould they oace be entred fhe would foon 
perceive her Folly,for the Enemy might penetrate into the Heart of 
the Kingdom. | 


V. The 
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V. The fifth and laft Book of this Volume contains the Pro- 
grefs of the Siege of Rochel/e,and the taking of it notwith{tanding 
the Efforts ot England to relieve it. Here alfo we may 
fee the new Troubles in Italy, about the Succeflion of Mantua, 
the Partition which Spain and the Duke of Savoy made of it; 
that Duke’s Progrefs to put himfelf in Poffeflion of that Part 
_which fell to his fhare, and the fruitlefs Siege of Ca/a/ by the Go- 
vernor of the Milanese. 

Asto the Athairs of England, our Author fays the Parlia- 
ment of Exgland oblig’d Charles I. by their ftedfaftnefs, to confirm 
the ancient’ Laws in favour of the Liberty of the People. Here 
he taxes the Ecclefiafticks as tainted with Pajive Obedience, and 
concludes this Article with the Speech of Sir Francis Seymour 
in Parliament , which, he fays, gives a lively Pi€ture of the 
Flattery of vaft numbers of Clergy-Men. They were confidering 
how to grant the Subfidy the King demanded. ‘ Before we 
confider of what we are to give the King,faid this Noble Knight, 
we ought to know if we have any thing to give him. For cer- 
tain Men run up and down, and boldly affirm in the Pulpits of 
the Church, that all our Goods belong to the King. Fure Divt- 
no. According to this ftrange Divinity, it’s nonfenfe to ask Mo- 
ney of thofe that are neither Proprietors of what their Fathers 
left them, nor of what they have acquir’d by their own Induftry. 
‘ Thefe flattering Clergy-Men had better: keep to their own Em- 
© ployment. What do they portend to prove? That they are 
* Blockheads in Politicks? We know that well enough. That 
* they will preach what ye will, when they have a Bifhoprick in. 
* view, we have obferv’d along time. Yet the beft Prince in the

Ts name of a Monk in the Title-Page of a Journey to Italy, 
would formerly have made us expe&t a Book full of nothing 
but the Deftriptions of Relicks of Saints, and their falfe and 
fuppofititious Miracles, but we find no fuch thing here, for our 
Author mentions thofe things but rarely, and then but curforily 
neither, with a Gaution that {hews us what we are to believeand 
what he believes‘himfelf.° The Ticle plainly fhews our Author’s 
Defign. He applies himfelf chiefly to Antiquities. As to Libraries, 
he generally inferts a Catalogue of the fcarceft MSS. together 
with fome Kemarks on them, except where he could not have ac- 
cefs from fome ill-humour’d Peeple, that were unwilling their 
MSS. fhould be difcovered. 

Our Author relates all the curious Difcoveries he could make, 
relating (to'ancient Monuments, fuch as Tombs, Statues, Marbles, 
Bas-Reliefs, Infcriptions, Medals, ancient Buildings, and whatever 
might ferve for the underftanding of Antiquity, or contains any 
thing worthy of Obfervation. Here are likewife fome Fragments, 
or fhort Pieces of Authors, never before publifh’d. Ovr Author 
relates only what he thinks was never before obferv’d: Or, if he 
infert any Infcriptions that are found in Gruterus, Spon, &c. it’s 
only to give them more correét, or when he has fomething parti- 
cular to fay of them. This is only the firft Volume, which con- 
tains a Relation of our Author’s Travels, and will be follow’d by 
{ome others {peedily, where we fhall have Catalogues of feveral 
MSS. that are too long to be inferted in this Volume; together 
with fome curious Pieces never before printed. Our Author de- 
fign’d to pafs into Calabria, Sici/y, Dalmatia and the Morea, where

1. The whole Treatife is divided into 28 Chapters. The firft 
contains all that our Author faw remarkable in his Journey from 
Paris to Milan, at Vienne in Dauphine, at Arles, at Nifmes, at 
Marfeilles, and in the Ifle of Lerins,) , 

2. The fecond Chapter contains the Obfervations he made.at 
Miian, efpecially in the famous Library of St. Ambrose, founded 
by Cardinal Frederic Borromea, wherein it’s faid there are above 
10000 MSS. colleéted by the Careof Antonio Oggtati. Altho” 
there be near 40000 Volumes in it, our Author aflures us. that 
there are many very neceflary Books wanting, and particulaely 
the beft Editions of the Fathers. Amongf{t the. MSS. of this Li- 
brary, there is one on Parchment, which is the fecond Volume 
of the Anriquities of Jofephus, beginning at the 11th Book. Our 
Author thinks this is the fecond Part of that in the French King’s 
Library, which contains the 10 firft Books. The former has the. . 
famous Paflage wherein Fe/us Chriff is mentioned,as well as inthe 
printed Fofephus, but they don’t tell usin what, time it was 
written. : 

Amongft the MSS. of the Works of St. Arbanefius, our Av- 
thor found the Embathe of the Deacon Eugene to that Saint,'and 
the Council of A/exandria about Marcellus. He is about :pub-. 
lithing thefe two Pieces, with feveral other Treatifes of St. Arhs- 
nafias, never before.printed. Thereis in the fame Library a MS. 
of Prudentius of the 7th or 8th Century, which is’ perhaps one. 
of the moft ancient Copies we have. of that Author. } 

M. de Montfaucon treats of an admirable Eccho at the Country: 
Seat of the Count de Sermoneta near Mi/an, It repeats digtin&ly 
above 60 times the fame Words, and if we fire a Mufquet, it 
founds as if a Company of Soldiers made a Difcharge, firing 
fucceffively one after another. : : 

At Pave our Author faw the Library of Signior Bedreddi, 
which is very: numerous ; and yet contains none but Books wrote 
to detend the Immaculate Conception of the. Virgin Mary. Mott 
of them were compofed by the Franci/cam Monks, There is one

is an Enemy to the immaculate Conception. In this fecond 
Chapter likewife we have a Hiftory of the Difputes lately {prung 
upin Isa/y, about the Relicks of St. Auguftin. There are feve- 
ral Books already publifh’d pro and coz on this Subjeé. 

3. The third contains what our Author obferv’d at Modena and 
Venice. A learned Mannam/’d Ramezzini, has lately writ a Trea: 
tife of the Fountains of Modena, of which our Author gives us 
a fort of Extra&t. In the whole City of Modena, and round 
about for fome Miles diftance, in whatever place they dig, when 
they come to the depth of about 63 Foot,they pierce the Ground 
with a Terebra about five Foot deeper, and then Water fprings up 
with fo great force, that ina moment the Well is fill’d up to 
the brim ; this Water is perpetual, doth not increafe by Rain, 
nor decreafe by Drought. And what is yet more remarkable from 
the Surface of the Ground to the depth of 14 Foot, they meet 
with nothing but Rubbifh and Ruins of an ancient City. Being 
come to that depth,they find pav’d Streets, Artificers Shops, Floors 
of Houfes, and feveral Pieces of Inlaid Work. It’s very hard 
to conceive how the Ground of this City was raifed thus. We 
can attribute it to nothing elfe, butthat it has been ruined feveral 
times, and then re-built upon its Ruins, fince it’s not higher, but 
rather lower {till than all the adjacent Country. After thefe. 
Ruins, they find a very folid Earth, which one would think had 
never been remov’d ; but a little lower they find it black, marfhy, 
and full of Briers. M. Ramazzini went down into one of thefe 
Wells; and at the depth of 24 Foot, he found a heap of Wheat 
intire. In another of 26 Foot he found Filberd Trees with their 
Nuts. They find likewife every fix Foot alternatively a change of 
the Earth, fometimes white, fometimes black, with Branches and 
Leaves of Trees of different forts. At the depth of 28 Foot or 
thereabouts, they find a Chalk that cuts very eafie. It’s: mix’d: 
with Shells of feveral forts, and makes a Bed of about eleven 
Foot ; after this they find a Bed of marfhy Earth of about two 
Foot, mix’d with Rufhes, Leayes and Branches. After this Bed 
comes another Chalk Bed of ‘near the fame thicknefs. with the 
former, which ends at the depth of 52 Foot. That’s followed. 
by another Bed of marfhy Earth like the former. After which 
comes a new Chalk Bed, but thinner, which has alfo anothes 
marfhy Bed underneath it, this ends at the place the Workmen

final] Gravel, where they find feveral little Shells, fuch as are on 
the Banks.of the Sea. Thefé fucceflive Beds of marfhy Earth and 
Chalk are to be found in the fame order, in whatever part of 
the Earth you dig. The Terebra finds fometimes great Trunks of 
Trees, which give the Workmen much trouble. They fee alfo 
fometimes at the bottomof the Wells great Bones, Coal, Flints 
and Pieces of Iron. , | 

The Italian Author that wrote on this Subject, thinks that be- 
fore the Deluge the Gulph of Veaice reach’d as far as Modena, 
and beyond it ; but that the Waters decree the Earth was 
rais’d by the Slime and Sand, which they left behind them, and 
that the Rivers and Brooks did in procefS of time make the 
above-mentioned Beds. , 

In the Library of the Dominicans of St. Foba and St. Paul at 
Venice, there are two rows. of Wooden Statues, one of the Ca- 
tholick, and the other of Heretical Dottors. Amongi{t the latter 
there itands Era/mus and William de St. Amour \loaden with 
Chains, with Writings full of Reproaches againft them, as alfo

4. In the fourth Chapter our Author treats of the Place,Church, 

Treafury and Gofpel of St. Mark, as alfo of feveral curious Ca- 
binets, all to be feen at Venice. They pretend to have in. this 
City, the Stone from whence Mo/es drew Water in the Wilder- 
nefs, and that Opinion is founded on a Greek Infcription mifun- 
derftood, as our Author proves at large. 
__ As to the famous Goipel of St. Mark, he thinks it’s writ on 
Egyptian Paper. The Leaves that are very fine, {tick together, 
becaufe they keep that precious MS, in a very moift place, where 
it begins to rot. There are but very few Characters that we can 
difcern, which our Monk affirms. to be Latin, notwithftanding 
what a * Modern Author fays, who pretends they are Greek; 
Here we have + at large the Hiftory of the Finding and Tranfla- 
ting this MS. which, according to our Author, is one of the moft 
ancient now extant, tho’ indeed ufelefs,becaufe the Chara€ters are 
all effac’d, and we can decipher fo little of it, that thofé who 
have {een itdoubr ftill whether it be Greek or Latin.

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5. The: fifth Chapter treats of the Library of Fu/io Fuftiniani, 
Proftor of St. Mark, and of the Study of the Family of || Ter- 
vifo, which contains feveral Rarit'es. Among(t other things there 
isa. Copper Sword, the Edge of whch is as {harp as if it were 
Steel, upon this our Author obferves that the Ar .nts usd 
Copperas we do Steel. In the fame Study there is a Leaden 
Seal, like thofe affix’d to Bulls, having on one fide the Image of 
M. Awrelius; and on the other fide that of L.Verus, very like 
thofe which are found upon the Medals*of thofeé Princes. 

6. The fixth Chapter contains the Rarities our Author faw at 
Padowa and thereabouts. He has inferted a long Letter from 
Henry le Clerc to one Stephen, wherein he gives a. Defcription of 
a Library of the Monaftry of Pompofa, tounded by the Care of 
Abbot Ferome. . This Letter was wrote in the 11th Century, and 
it feems that they had not then the Decads of Livy, the lof$ of 
which we fo much regret at this day.

Places. Every one knows that Ravenna was formerly a famous 
Sea Port, but at this day it is above 30 Stadia’s diftant from it, 
and all that Tra&t of Ground is now Farms and Vineyards, and . 
{tor’d with Pine Trees. 

8, Our Author tarried two Years.at Rome, during. which time 
he review’d at leifure all the Curiofities of that vaft City. He 
gives usa large and very exatt Defcription of every thing that 
he faw, which had not been obferved by others before him. He 
runs thro’ that City Street by Street, and if we may be allow’d 
to fay fo, Houfe by Houfe, and ipends the 13 following Chap- 
ters on that Subject. Father Montfaucon has inferted a Treatife 
writ above 100 Years agoin 1594, by a famous Engraver nam’d 
Flaminius Vacca, never yet printed. He treats of all the Mo« 
numents of Rome difcovered in his time.and before. Our Author 
tranflated. him out of Italien into brench, He has alfo made 
ufé of fome other ftirch’d MSS. that learned Men-have. communi- 
cated to him. 

This Vacca tells..us that fome Workmen going to take-away — 
from a certain Place two great Stones, that were one upon ano- 
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ther, and came a little out of the Parth, like thof the Latins

Vacca ipeaks of a certain great Building 
at Rose, in the Place tormerly calld Mors Qwirimadis, but now 
call'd Monte Cabal fo, and he thinks that Building was a Maw/o- 
lew. Our Author retutes him dy this Argument, That this 
Building was in the City in the Reign ot Seroias Ta/lias, when 
it was cos tnti iL to bur ‘ . either Sepulchres or Jlaw/olewm's with: 
in the Walls of the Ci It’s truc this Law was violated afte:- 
wards, and therefore Copitoli mas Oblerves that Antoninus Pras 
for vid to bury the Dead at Rome. Yet, days our Author, we don't 
find any remarkable Mlow/ofewm or Sepulchre built within the 
Walls ot the City, but genesally thev erefted their Tombs on the 
High-Ways, becante they would not have the Towns intested by 
the noifome Fffluvia which proceed trom the Graves.

Author of this Book pretends that St. Paa/ rook thetd words, Ga,

trom an Apocryphal Book of .We/es. There is in the Library of 
Chg? at Resse a MS. Hiltory of Dieryfas Helicarna(jens, which 
is of the roth Century, and contequently one of the oldelt they 
have of that Author. It is very good, and has Dianp/fae’s PiCture 
before it, taken, as our Author fuppofés, from a more ancient MS, 
and caretully done, 

Speaking of the Pillars of —s Marble of a prodigious 
hight, that are at the Gate of the Past/ver, our Author teems 
furpriz’d how they could bring Mailes of that oa weight 
trom Reppr. Some pretended ro folve this DifReulty by fying, 
that thete Colemans, as well as the Obelisks, were compos'd of fe 
veral Pieces faiten’d together by fuch a hard Cement, that they 
feem to be but one Piece, Orthers pretended that the Ancients 
had the Art of melting and catting the Stones as we do Metal, 
But our Author is of neither of thele Opinions. He obferves that 
Swetonias and the other Authors, Page Sb with thofe Princes 
that buile chefé Pillars and Obelisks, ailure us that they came 
from Keypr and the Thedais, 

Soaring of the Vetrcer Library, our Author obférves that they 
reckon above 12000 MS. Volumes init, There is'as many in the 
Library of the King of Pravce , but there are not near fo many 
printed Books in the Variewr Library as in that of Lowis XLV, At 
the end of the Chaprers-where our Author gives us a Deleription 
of Rome, we hive his Judgment on the Authors that have treated 
of that Matter, and a fhort Detription of the fid City, never be: 
fore printed, done by an Author of the 13th Ceniury, - 
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9. The 21ft Chapter contains a Relation of our Authors Jour- 
ney to Naples. Here he fpeaks_of a MS. of the Evangelifts, of 
the 11th Century, where in the firft of St. Matzhewo we read, But 
Fofias begat Foachim, and Fgachim begat Fecontas and his Brethen, 
He obferves that he read the fame thing in another MS. of the 
xoth Century, and alfo in feveral others, fo that the Copies 
wherein the word Joachim is not found, may be faulty.

He mentions likewife a Copy of Dyofcorides, very well writ on 
Parchment, in Capital Letters, fquare, without Accents, There 
are Plants and Flowers painted with Vermillion by an able Hand. 
Our Author thinks there: is not fuch another fine and ancient MS. 
of Diofcordes as this. In the fame Chapter he relates the change 
that happen’d to the Lake Lacerin,which is almoft intirely fwal- 
low’d up, and in the Place of it, there isnow a very high Moun- 
tain at this day. 

10, Capua and the Monaftry of Mount Coffin are the Subjett of 
the 22d Chapter. Our Author does not forget the great Privile- 
ges which the Abbot of that Monaftry had heretofore, and differ’d 
but little from the Rights of abfolute Soveraigns. ‘He could.cre- 
ate. Nobles, raife Troops, appoint a,/Prothonotary and other OF 
ficers, &7c, He was fo honoured that the Bifhops of the Kingdom: 
of Naples gloried to be his Vicar-General. Here we have the 
Bulls granted them by feveral Popes. ; 

11. The 23d Chapter treats of Adamo, a finall City-fituated in: 
the Place where A/ba Jonga formerly ftood,and of fome Monafteries 
meat Naples, Tybur, &c. : 

12. The 24th Chapter contains what our Author faw remark- 
able in the City of Sienmc. He mentions 170 Bufts, which-repre- 
tent fo. many Popes from St. Peter to Adrian IV. The fame Popes 
are fometimes repeated ; there are alfo Anti-Popes, and in recom- 
penit they have forgot fome true.ones.. There was formerly the - 
Bult of the famous Papefs: Foon; but at the defire of Clement 
WUE. the.Grand Duke of Tu/cany did Auguft 9. 1600 change the. 
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Name of Joan into Zachary, not that of the Prophet, but a Pope 

of that Name,, It was A”. 1400 that thefe Bufts were made 

and plac’d where they are, and then no body doubted of Papefg 
Oan. 

13. The Curiofities of Florence are the Subject of the 25th 
Chapter. They are likewife treated of in part of the following 
Chapter,together with Veio,Spoleto, Peroufa and fome other Places. 

14. Pifa, Leghorn, and. Bologna are the Subjett of the 27th 

Chapter. They preferve in the Dominican Convent at Bo/ogna,a 
Hebrew MS. faid to be the hand writing of E/dres. Its wrote 
on fine Vellum, and not the Book of E/dras as fome fay, but the - 
Pentateucb. {t's 400 years fince this MS. was given to this Mo- 
naftry by she lows. which confutes thofe who pretend that we have 
no Hebrew MS. Bible above 400 years old. For tho’ the Tradi- 
tion that it is of E/dras’s Writing feems fabulous, there’s great 
probability that it was pretty old in the beginning of the 14th 
Century, when it was given to this Monaftry. In the Monaftry 
of the Canons Regular of St. Saviours, there’s the Book of E/ther, 
wrote on the fame fort of Skin with the former; which is alfo 
{aid te be wrote by E/dras, and feems to be an cienter than 
the Pentateuch above-mention’d. 

15. The 28th Chapter treats again of Vemice, Padoua and Par- 
ma, becaufe our Author came back through thofe Cities, in his 
return to Freuce. *He tells us alfo what he faw at Vercei/, and 
fome other Places, thro’ which he paffed, Here are the Greek 
Infcriptions found in the Town of Corfox, which contain very re- 
markable things.

Our Author does not much efteem the Duke of Savoy’s Library 
at Twrin, He fays there are a great number of MSS. in it; but» 
adds, that we cannot examine them, becaufe they are heap’d upon 
one another in:a confufed manner, much like Stones in building 
a Wall.

That of the Academy of Infcriptions was held the 25th of 
April, The Abbot de Tilladet made an Eloquent Harangue, con-_ 
taining a Proje& for the Works of the ‘Ajaillimy in General, and. 
of each Academic in Particular. He faid the Academy was not 
to be confin'd only- to decipher ancient Infctiptions and to: make 
new ones, but that rg ber for their Province whatever related - 
te. the Knowledge "of. Greek. and Latin Antiquity ; fa that what 

7 was 
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was expected from the French Academy for Eloquence, Poefie,and 
the Purity of their Language,& what was expected from the Aca- 
demy of Sciences, for the Perfetion of Natural Philofophy, Ma- 
thematicks and Arts, the fame was to be expetted from the Aca- 
demy of Infcriptions, for all that related to Greek and Roman 
Learning. Then he enumerated all the kinds of Learning which 
ought to be the Employment of the Academy ; and faid, that the 
iit fhould be the Hiftory of our King’s by Medals,to begin at Lox- 
is XII. and fo go back to Pharamond: That the World .would' 
{peedily {ee a curious Effay in the Medallic Hiftory of the King, 
and that we were to judge by that Mafter-Piece of fome Acade- 
mics, what would be that of the Academy it felf: 

That the 2d fhould be the Explication of Medals, Medallions, 
Engrav’d Stones and other Ancient and Modern Pieces to be found 
in the King’s Clofet, which is an inexhauftible Treafure of Rare- 
ties.

Thete are fome Academics who have not as yet declared theit 
Defign, but muft do it fpeedily according to the Rules. of the 
Academy. So that the Common-wealth of Learning muft ne-

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ceffarily be enrich’d. by them with a great Number of Tre3- 
tifes. , 

After the Proje&t was read, the Abbot Boutard read two La- 
tin Odes, one on the Departure of the Duke of Burgundy, and 
the other to the Pretended Prince of Wales. 

Father Mabil/on read afterwards a Différtation on the ancient 
Sepulchres of our Kings, and faid that the Kings of the Firft 
Race had no-external Magnificence in their Tombs, and that all 
the Merit was included: within them, being very different from 
the Pyramids of Egypt, which were rather Monuments of Art 
than Merit.

Bariah Place.. The Fomb of Childeric J. was found An. 1653: at 
Tournay, by digging under: fome. old Buildings. ‘The Workman ° 
that difcovered it, tho” he was deafand dumb, made fuch a Noife,-- 


that.People came to him prefently. They found the Skeleton o : 
ae-$ : S great’: 
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great Man, and the Skuli of a young Man, with all thofe curi- 
ous Pieces, which are now in the Royal Libtary, of which Chif- 
fiet then publifhed a Treatifé. It was Known to be Childeric’s 
Tomb by that Prince’s Ring, .;whereon was ingraven a Hand Jave- 
lin, asa Mark of his Power, and round it thefe words, Childe. 
rici Regis. Father Mabil/on thinks the young Man, whofe Skull 
they found, was one of the King’s Officers who had charge of 
his Horfe, whofe Skeleton they alio found. He refutes Chificr, who 
pretended that the Golden Bees that were found in this Tom 
were the firft Arms of our Kings, which cannot be, fince the ufe 
of Arms is not foancient. Philip the Auguft was the firft that 
took a. Fleur de Lis in his Efcucheon. Afterwards they usd a 
promifcuous Number, and at laft they were reduc’d to three by 
Charles V. The Fleur de Lis was always us’d, even in the time 
of the firit Race; in the Ornaments of our Kings. The Crown 
of Eredegonda was terminated by a Fleur de Lis, and the Habits 
of Charles the Bald wasadorn’d with them. So that Bees were 
perhaps the Symbol of Charles I. as that of Childeric Il. was the 
Serpent with two Heads.

As to the Time whereia this Gofpel of St. Lake was writtea, 
he tells us, That notwithitanding what Origew and 7 
have faid about it, we mult be cantent to leave it Mill uacer 
tain: Only, becaufe “tis certain from the beginning of the As, 
that it was writ before that Treatift ; aod highly probable frem 
the Conclufion of rhe Aik: ef the Apofties, that thele AQs were 
written and finifhed in the Ninth year of Vere, We may hence 
probably conclude, this Gofpel muit be Eadited before that 
time; and coniequently that Jrevexs muft miltake, ia fayiag, It 
was written after the Death of the Apoftle Paxd. 


: Inthe Preface to the Gofpel of St. John, Dr. Whirby endeavours 


to thew, (1.) Againit.fome Ancient Hereticks, and Modern Soei- 
wians, that not Cerinthus, but St. Jobe the Evangelift, was the true 
Writerof this Gofpel. (2.) At-what Time he writ it, aad upon 
what Occafion. . And, (3.) Why Chrift &ill fpeaketh in this 
Gofpel, as one that did, and could do nothing of himfelf, but

In the’ Second Place. to Enquire, at-what ‘time; and'wpon what 
Occafion this Gofpel was written by St. Fobn. | As to the ‘Time, 
he ‘tells us, “That. according tothe’ Account of the Ecclefiaftical 
Writers of the Fourth and Fifth Centuries, it ‘was Penn’d a con. 
fiderable time after the Deftruction of Serufalem , tho’ later Wri- 
ters, fuch as Ifidore, Bede, Euthymius, Theophylatt, and. Nicephorus, 
have almoft generally gone-off frova this Opinion, : afferting ‘that — 
St. Jobs writ thisGofpel in ‘the Thirty fecond or “Fhirty third 
year after ‘our'Lord’s Afcenfion. ‘With refpe& to'the occafion of 
Writing it, ovr Author obferves, That St. Serome-having told us, 
That St. John, wrote this Gofpel, at the Defire of the Bifhops of Afia 
acainft Cerinthus, andthe Herefie of the Ebonites,:. who belaithat otir 
Lord was a mere Man, and fo he was compelled to fpeak of bis Divine 
Original 5 in’ which.

As to the Third Enquiry, viz. WhyiChrift til speaketh in this 


Gofpel, as one who did, and could dornothiag of bhimfelf, but 
acted all things by Commiffion from, and by the Power and Au- 
thority of God the Father: This he fays, is'a’matter of very 
greatimportance. Upon this occafion therefore he afferts, ‘* That 
** our Blefled Lord did execute his Prophetick Office by Virtue of 
“ that Undtion of the Holy Ghoft; which he-received at his Bap- 
“ tifm; andthat all the things which the Socinians urge from this 
“< Gofpel as Arguments againit his Divine Nature, were fpoken 
““ by him as ating in that Office here on Earth; not by an im- 
** mediate Efflux or Exertion of his Divinity, but by Virtue of 
“* the Holy Ghoft conferred upon him: without: Meafure:” » This 
his Affertion he not only ftrengthens with the Suffrage of fomie

Fo.this Preface is annex’d a Poftfcript, wherein: he maintains, 
in oppofition to. Mr.Whifton's Notions-in his Harmony of the Go/pels, 
(1.). That the Deicent of the Holy }Ghoft ‘on our Saviour, men> 
tiotted, Joh. 1. 33. .was the fame with the Defcent of the Holy 
Ghoft on him at his Baptifm.

In the Preface to the Ads of the Apoftlesy our Author fays; . 
That if it relates Matters truly, this Hiftory is an Invincible De- 
monftration of the Fruth of the Chriftian Faith, fince it-confirms 
the Truth of feveral Promifes. and» Predi&tions of our Saviour. - 
‘Fo: make ‘this the. more evident, he propofes to refle&: more 
particularly upon two of the moft frequent Subje&s of this Hi- 
ftory, viz., The Gifts of the Holy Ghoft conferred upon the: 
Apoftles, and others, partly by: laying .om of the:Apoftles hands 
upon them, and partly..at the: preaching of the: Apoftles te. 
them, And then, the Miracles which the A s, and other 
aan of the. Gofpel,. wrought’ for. Confirmation: of their 
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With refpet to the former of thefe, he tells us, That the A@ 
of the Apoftles have left feveral fignal Inftances of them. Such 
as the Defcent of the Holy Ghoft upon the Apoftles on the Day 
of Pentecoft ; wpon the New Cofverts at Samaria, by the layi 
on of the Hands of St. Peter and St. Fobn, upon Cornelias an 
his Friends, at the Preaching of St. Peter ; and upon the Twelve 
Difciples of ‘Sohn the Baptift, who were Baptiz’d in the Name of 
the Lord Jefus by St. Pawl.. Thefe things, fays the Record, were 
not done in a Corner, but in Populous and Famous Cities, the 
Metropoles of whole Countries, vz. in Ferufalem, Samaria , Cex 
farea, and Ephefus. | 


As to the AGracles pees by the Apoftles, and other Per- 
fons affifted by the Holy Ghoft, befides what.the A@s fay in the 


general, That with great Power gave the Apoftles witne/s of the Re» 
furrettion of the Lord $e ws, and that in Conformation of it, many 


Signs and Wonders were done by the Apofiles Hands: Dr. Whitby 
tells us, That in particular this Hiftory informs us, (1.). That 
at Jérufalem, Peter.and Fobn cured by the Name of Fefss a Man 
Forty Years.old,, who had been fo Lame from his Motheer’s 
Womb, that he was carried from one place to another. (2.) That 


when the Chief Priefts and Sadducees had put them by Night into 
Prifon for Preaching in the Natne of ¥e/us, though the Prifon was 
found fhut with all fafety, and tbe Reepers flanding without before the 
Door, yet were the Apo files on the :Morrow found /tanding in the 
Temple,&c. (3.) That Stephen being full of Faith and Power did great 
Wouders and Miracles among the People. (4.) That thefe Miracles 
were fo ceftainly and effectually perform’d, that by them sand 
their Preaching the Apofties converted to the Chriftian Faith at 
one time Three thonfand, at another time Five thoufand, that Aden 
were daily added to the Church, &c: (5:) That upon St. Phikip’s 
Preaching Chrift: at Samaria, the People with one ‘accord gave heed 
to the things which be: fpake, bebolding the Miracles which he did; 
and that thefe things prevail’d there, not only with many’Men 
and Women to receive Chriftian Baptifm, but alfo forc’d Simos 
Magus, a famous Sorcerer, to believe. (6. That therein we 
have an Account of the Miraculous Converfion of ‘St. Paxl, who 
trom a zealous Pharifee, anda more zealous Perfecator, became 
a chofen Inftrument of promoting the Chriftian Faith.

Thus have we run through all the: Prefaces contain’d in this: 
Volume. As to the Book it felf, ’tis enough in the General to. 
obferye, That Dr..Whitby follows, this conftant Method. Firlft 
of all he gives us the Text of each Chapter, as it ftands at ‘pre. 
feat ia oar Engl(h Bibles, wherein all the [luftrations, Alrera- 
tions, and whatever: elfe is neceflary to explain the Text, ‘ate: 
inferted between. Parenthefes: And then to the end of each 
Chapter.are fubjoyned the larger Annotations upon fuch Words, 
Phrales, or Things, as need a farther Explanation , under di- 
ftin& Heads, anfwering to the References, mark’d in the refpe- 
five Verfes of each Chapter. OF thefe Annotations we ‘thafl. 
€ive our Reader a Specimen.or two, that’ thereby he tmay be 
able in fome meaSure to-form to himfelf an ‘Idea of thereft. 
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In the Second Chapter of St. AZathew, Verfe 1g. are thefe 
Words, 'EE ‘Atjods cad am tiv viv x, out of Faye have I call’d 
my Son. Upon this our Author Notes, (1.) That this is cited 
from Hofea 11.1. and not from Numbers 24. 8. fince the Words 
in Numbers are the Words of Balaam, whom the Evangelifts 
would not cite by the Honorable Name of Prophet. (2.), That 
it cannot be truly faid, that thefe Words are by St. AZatthem men. 
tion’d as belonging to Chrift by way of Application or Accom- 
modation, though the Holy Ghoft who fpake them by the Pro- 
phet, intended not that they fhould be fulfill’d in him. For 
this (adds the Do&or) cannot Anfwer what is here faid by 
St. Adatthew ; fince his Words can import no lef than that ‘the 
Calling of Chrift out of Egypt, was by God intended as a Com- 
pletion of them, and that till he was call’d thence,. they had not 
their full and ultimate Completion. _(3.) That I/rael was a Type 
of Chrift, as being by God call’d his Son, his Firft-born, and 
God bearing the Relation of a Father to J/rael. Now, fays be, 
as a Prophetical Prediétion is then fulfilled, when what was fore- 
told is come to pafs, fo a Type is then fulfilled, when that is 
done in the Anti-type, which was done in the Type before. 
(4.) That the Words run in the.Time paft, and that not only 
becaufe this is the way of Prophetical Predi@ions, to {peak of 
thofe things as already done, which fhall be as certainly accom- 


plifh’d -as if they were already done, but becanfe, they had been 


already fulfilled in the Type. And, (5.) That St. Atarchew cites 

only thefe Words of Hofea, as Words to be fulfilléd’in' ‘Chrift’, 

and not any more, making d/rael a Type of Chrift only in this 

regard » that they were called out of Egypt, as he was to 
e fo. 


Another Annotation we fhall take notice of, ‘is that on’ Afatth. 
7-1, Judge not, that’ ye be not judged: Oa which place Dr. Whit- 

remarks firft Negatively, That Chrift cannot reafonably be 
uppofea in thefe Words, to forbid the Magiftrates to fit ia 
Judgment on the Criminal, or to condemn notorious Offenders ; 
fince by his own Authority it is that Kings do Reign, and Princes 
decree Judgment. (2.) That it cannot be thought that Chrift 
doth here forbid Church.Governors to Judge, Condemn; 2 
Pafs the Cenfures of the Church apon notorious and’ fcahdalé 
Offenders, becaufe he hath himfelf enjoyned the Parapet 
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her Cenfures upon thofe who will not hear the Church, when the 
requires them to Repent of, and fatisfy their Chriftian Brother 
for any Trepafs done againft him. (4.) That Chrift doth not 
here forbid the Chriftian to pafs a Judgment on the manuifeft, 
or notorious Actions of his Chriftian Brother, feeing he doth 
enjoyn fuch Duties as cannot be perform’d without this Judg- 
ment. The meaning therefore of this Prohibition he tells us 
poftively is, That thereby Chrift forbids all rafh Judgment 
pafs'd upon our Brother without fufiicient ground ; all Judgment 
that is void of Charity and Mercy, and which is inconfiftent with 
the forgivenefs of our Brother; all judging which begets in us 
a Contempt of others, and makes us to “elite and vilify them : 
And Laftly, That Chrift by this Prohibition muft be fuppofed 
to Condemn our forwardnefs to Judge and Cenfure others, whilft 
we our felves are guilty of far greater Crimes; it being plain Hy- 
pocrify to pretend a Zeal agaioft the leffer Faults of others, and 
yet allow much greater in our felves. 


It would be endfefs to run through all the remarkable Anno- 
tations of this Author, and therefore we fhall Inftance in no 
more: ’Tis only neceflary to take notice, that in them he not 
only gives us his own Opiuion, but eftablifhes it upon feveral 
Arguments, and An{fwers the Obje&ions that may he rais’d to 
his Interpretation of the Text.

ie our Journal for the Month of anuary, 1699. ( being the 


firft we Publifh’d) we gave the Learned a Summary View of 
what was contain’d in the firft Three Conferences: with a 
Theift , and then more particularly we accounted for the Fourth 
Conference, wherein the Authority of the Scripture, the Clear- 
nefs and Eloquence of its Stile, and the Truth and Excellency 
of the Chriftian Religion are evinced. Of this Fifth Conference 
the Defign is hinted at in the Title Page; but before we enter 


upon it, let us premife a Word or two by way of Introdudion to 
the whole Account. 


And here we cannot but obferve by what fatal Steps Men of 
late have faln into the grofleft Infidelity. Error of what kind 
foever is of a prolifick and diffufive Nature ; ’tis the Gangrene 
of the Mind, which if not timely ftop’d and cur’d, fpreads its 
Contagion over all the IntelleQual Faculties. For if a Man be 
fond of any one Miftake, ’tis rare that he ftops here; but this 
Miftakes draws him into another, and that again to a Third, 
and fo on: This Obfervation is*more efpecially true with re- 
fpe& to Religious Matters. For how often do we fee Men, ar 
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all of a fudden, but gradually fall into the moft extravagant 
Errors? From disbelieving or doubting of one Article of Faith, 
they are induc’d to call others in Queftion, till at Jaft they 
difcard them all. They begin with denying the Dorine of the 
Trinity, and the Divinity of our Saviour, and what wonder 
if afterwards they Cavil at the Scriptures, wherein thofe Truths 
are fo ftrongly aflerted and maintain’d ? From hence then thev 
proceed to deny all Revelation, and all Reveal’d Religion, and 
jet up Natural Religion in Oppofition to it. Nay, chey do not 
always ftop here, but (as the Poet exprefles it, Fucilis def: en{us 
Averni; Tis eafy going down Hill ) when once they are defcend- 
ed to Deifm, they feldom fail of dropping into downright 
Atheifm. But of all the Deifts, none have been fo extravagant 
in their Opinions, as the unhappy Gentleman againft whom 
Dr. Nicholls has drawn his Pen at prefent. Their whole Set of 
Principles are wild and loofe, but none of them it feems have 
ventur'd fo far as to deny the Immortality-of the Soul. This 
was too bold a ftroke, and referv’d only for the daring Hand of 
the Author of Second Thoughts, who by Philofophical and 
Scriptural Arguments, pretends to prove that the Soul is Mortal 
and dies with the Body, and that the Dofrine of the Soul’s 
Immortality is a mere Heathenifh Invention. One would think 
this to be fuch Phrenzy and Madnefs, as requir’d no other An- 
fwer but Contempt, and a fcornful Silence. But whereas there 
are a Set of Perfons in the World, who are ready to embrace 
Error, how monftrous foever it may be, efpecially, if it feems 
to be fupported with the leaft colour of: am Argument; it 
9! highly neceflary that fomething fhould be faid in Confutation 
of it. 

This Gentleman’s Error therefore hath been already examin’d 
and expos’d by Mr. Turner; and (that Truth might not want its 
‘Advocates)) Dr. WNichols in the Treatife-now before us, after his 
familiar way, has enter’d the Lifts with him.’ What the Door 
oppofes to that Author’s-miftaken Notions, is not only juft and 
reafonable, but deliver’d after fuch a Tender), Civil, and Obli- 
ging Manner, as may indeed convince, but never can offend 
any Judicious and Candid Perfon whatfoever. For with Refpe& 
tothe Author againft whom he Writes, he exprefly declares, 
“That he -had ‘never drawn his Pen againft any thing of ‘his 
“ Writing, if it had not been in Defence of the Truth, and’that 


** tis his hearty Prayer to God, that he may fee the Error of his 
Gg2 ** prefeat 
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* prefent Opinion, and come to a right mind in all holy things, 
*¢ and be filled with the Knowledge of God’s Will, in all Wit 
** dom and Spiritual Underftanding. 


In the former Conferences there were only two Speakers, viz: 
Credentius, who perfonated a true Believer, and an Orthodox 
Chriftian ; and Philologus, a Theift, who was for arguing merely 
upon Principles of Reafon and Natural Religion. But into this is 
introduced another Speaker, under the feign’d Name of Eftibins, 
who reprefents the Perfon, and manages the Arguments of the 
Author of Second Thoughts; and his Chief Opponent is Philologus, 
The latter of thefe, atter declaring his being convine’d of feve- 
ral Points in Chriftianity, at which he formerly hefitated, 
(which, by the way, gives us a Summary View of what is con- 
tain’d in the firft Four Conferences) tells Eytzbins, that he cannot 
digeft a fond and pernicious Principle, which he has advanced 
concerning the Soul’s Mortality with the Body. ‘his ftarts the 
Qneftion, and here the Difpute begins. 

E/hibius then in the firft place, and by way of Preface to what 
follows, fays, *“* That the Point he is concern’d to maintain, 
“is not to be mention’d in the Black Catalogue of Atheiftical 
“ Heterodoxies: That his Dofriae of the Mortality of the Soul, 
‘* if ic fhould happen to be a Miftake, is a poor harmlefs Error: 
“< That there is indeed one Party of Men in the World (mean- 
** ing the Clergy) who think it highly material not to be con- 
“ viac’d: That he cannot think himfelf oblig’d to follow them 
“ and their Autherities from the Ancieat Fathers, whofe Scru- 
“‘ tinies in the Myfteries ot Religion, as appears by their Wri- 
“* tings, is very Superficial, refolving chem into implicit Faith, 
“* where the Difficulties feem too knotty for their Apprehenfion: 
““ And laftly, That he has wrote with an honeft Intention to 
“convince the World; and if he himfelf could be convinc’d 
“that thefe his Opinions deviated from, or were contrary to 
** Truth, he fhould be more ready to Recant his Error, than all 
““good Men will be to expofe it as a falfe aad Atheiftical. 
Thus tar Ejtiosus, where ’tis.to be noted once far ail, that what- 
ever the Doctor makes him fpeak either here, or in the Se- 
quel of this Conference, is in the exprefs Words, or is the Na- 


sarah Dedarene from the Seatiments. of the Author of Sécond 
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To this therefore Philologus replies, and tells his Friend ; 
(1.) That a Willingnefs to be fet right, is a good Sign under 
Heterodox Opinions, fince fuch Men who advance fuch Tenets, 
are for the moft part Sour and Morofe, Proud, Dogmatical, full 
ef themfelves, and Self-conceited. (2.) He delires him to take 
notice, that he has no Reafon to fancy, that lie has little to An- 
fwer for his Opinion, if it prove a Miftake, becaufe it does not 
afe& the main of Religion; fince every Heterodox Opinion is 
very dangerous, and to deny the fimalleft Point in Matter of 
Faith is to oppofe the Reveal’d Will of God, and the Deter- 
mination of his Infinite Wifdom. (3.) He takes notice of the 
Vanity of Innovation in pretending to underftand Religion better 
than the Minifters of the Gofpel; as alfo of his Cenforioufnaefs 
in maintaining that the Clergy keep up the Doctrine of the Soul’s - 
Immortality, becaufe they find thetr particular Accounts and 
Advantages in it. (4.) And lalftly he remiads hinv, That he 
doth with little Reafon fo flightly-reje& the Authorities of: the: 
Aucient Fathers of the Church. There is ‘no body, adds-:he, 
that pretend they are infallible, neither are their Scrutinies in 
the Myfteries of Religion, fo Superficial'as is pretended. Their- 
Arguments are not always Demonftration, and they may fome- 
times advance Proofs in fupport of an Article of Faith, which. 
are not fo very conclufive ; but however they cannot be denied 
to have good Witnefles of what was an. Article of Faith in the 
Ages they lived-in. 

Eftibins: goes on in the Conference, and maintains, that Men 
are averfe to his Doctrine by the Prejudices of Education , or 
through the Fear of Singularity,.or through the Fear ef lofing’ 
Preferments.. 


Each Branch of this:heavy Charge is particularly anfwer’d. 
For, (1.).’Tis replied, That the Imputation is not very juft , 
when ‘tis faid, that Men are hindred from embracing this No- . 
tion by the Prejudice of Education. For Philologus fays, that he 
does not think that either Education is fo ftrong,. or the Notions - 
concerning Mortality of the Soul fo.clean, asithat the Canfe 
fuflers much upon that Score. For if Men (argues he) are led : 
into this: falfe- Notion of the Soul’s:Jmmortality from the Preju- 
dice of. Education >; .how come Men all the World over to be fo 


falfely Educated ? Since Falfities and Errors are never:of an Uni- 
form.

Engine. 


In oppotifion to this, Phivelegxs afferts, That the Soul is not an 
Accident either of Tnhetion or Predicatton ; and then proceeds 
to fhew how ttie Soul of Man is the A®arar or Breath of God. 
la Refutation of the Opinion, that Brates have Reaidn, ‘he offtrs 
the following Confiderations. (1,.) Becaufe it can certainly never 
come to the Racwies of any Man that they do exercife any Aas 
of Reafon, fince they want S to communicate their Ideas or 
Thonghts tous; and therefore we can never judge, whether 
their Thoughts have any Logical Connexion or no, or whether 
there be any thing ia them, which we cin properly call Reafon. 
2.) Beeaufe it is not conceivable that a Brute fhould Exert any 
AG of Reafon, without what the Philofophers call Refle‘tion 3, 
‘.e. A Confidering of the Nature and Properties of Things, and 
drawing Conftquences from them.

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As to the Notion of Man’s being a mere Machine, Philologus 

rofefles, That-he cannot be of .this Opinion, and that upon the 
ollowing Confiderations. (1.) Becaufe there is Thought in the 
World where there is no Mechanifm or Organical Contexture; 
and therefore ’tis poflible at leaft, that the Soul or thinking Facul- 
ty of Man is fomething elfe befides Matter organized or enlivened, 
(2.) Becaufe Body fo Mechanically order’d, cannot .byjany Means 
be conceived capableof producing Thought neither oy its own 
power fimply:as it is Matter nor by Virtue of its Organization, 
nor as it is aflifted by the Power of God. : ' 


Tis farther faid by Eftibias, asan Argument to convince us.of 
the Mortality of the Soul, and the Materiality, of.it, ‘ That. it 
** depends much upon. the Motion of the Bloud,. and the.Animal 
** Spirits in:all its Operations.” 


This Philologus owns to be one of the Top, Arguments: of the 
Materialifts; but, fays he, a little of the Confidence may..be 
bated, if it can be made out, That it is highly reafonable, that 
upon Suppofition a Spiritual Soul be joyn’d to.a Body, the Ope- 
rations of the Soul will very much depend upon the Contexture, 


and good Order of the Bodily Organs, As, (1.) It is.very Con- 
fonant to Reafon to fuppofe, that the Soul is not an All-fufficient 
or unrefiftible Power, that can perform its Operations in defpight 
of all external Agents whatfoever; that being the only Property 
of God, which the Nobleft Creature of the Univerfe,cannot pre- 
tend to,. Therefore fince the Agency of the Soul is limitted, and 
may be over-poured, it is no inconfiftency to imagine, that when 
it is joined with Matter, it may be fo clogged and hindered by it, 
as not to perform its Actions with that Agility and. Readinefs, as 
when ’tis abfolutely free and diflodg’d trom fuch Impediment:. 
(2.) Thatit is to be confider’d, that the..Bodily Organs are the 
(nftruments which the Soul makes ufe of in conveying of outward 
Objects to it; and laying before it Images and Reprefentations. 
Now, (adds he ) when the Organs neceflary for this End are di- 
fturbed and indifpofed, it then happens to the Soul as it does toa 
ood Artificer with a bad Tool, or unfit Materials; his Work 
omes clumfy and unfhapen, not for want of Skill in himfelf, 
but becaufe he is bereft of the proper Means to give him oppor- 
tunity in Difplaying his Art. This (cries he) is the cafe . 
Fools

. AnotherArgumentE fibsus makes ufe of againitthéImmateriality, 
and confequently againft the Immortality of the Soul, is theeafic 
Separation of it from the Body. To this, by way of Reply, ‘Phil- 
lologus asks, (1.) Why is it an Argument of the Materiality of the 
Soul, Thatit.is drawn away. from the Body. by: little Caufes? :For 
(fays he ) little Caufes or great Caufes,. fuppofe they. be. Material 
Ones, areall one with Relation toa Spirit; anda Dram of Mat- 
ter can have no more Effective Influence upon a Mind, than the 
whole Body of Mount Caucafus. (2.) How are thofe Canfes. of 
Man’s Diffolution, fuch little things to deftroy a Man as Eftibius 
takes them to be? (3.) He farther adds, That it-is not for the 
Potency or Impotency of the Caufe which produces Death, that 
the Sonl leaves the Body; but by reafon, that the Bodily Organs 
are out-of Order and Spoiled, fo that they cannot any.
